would be the last meeting for the season. The meetings would commence again 
in September.

It was felt that this project could be carried out by the individuals 


interested who could be advised as to when would be held and arrange to keep 
schedules or any other necessary work in connection with the Field Day for 
AOS 1s, 


Code Practice 
This subject was given lengthy discussion but it was felt in view of the 
last meeting for the season being very close, that notification of the class 
should be inserted in the Club Bulletin for commencement of classes in 
September. 


At the conclusion of the business, an interesting film entitled "Precipitation 
Static" arranged through courtesy of President Jim Patterson - VE3AZL, was shown 
by Ben Burrell - VE3BMT and proved to be quite interesting. 


A rag chew and refreshments wound up the meeting which adjourned at 
approximately 10:30 pm.
